the men who paid from. $300 to $600 aa 
acre for land aijd planted peach orchards 
oaly to tee the savings of many years. 


Bat its Georgia today yon will hear 


stories of small growers who have sold 
&CJT peach crops fear fabulous prices. 
They say that a Tiften grower sold 
peaches in Xew Yori for $12 a bnshel 
ia 18S4. asad that another man realized 
f J,500 on acre- for his crop. With these 
unasnal if not ezaggeruied figares as a 
basis of calculation the enthusiastic 
Qrchardist or prospective peach grower 
sits down and figures himself on* a rich 
man wiih very little eiertian! As a re- 
sult some of them are sorely distp- 
pomted. 


But many farmers are doubling thfrir 


income* by raising peaches as an extra 
crop. Orchard land can be faooghtfor 
from $5 to |S5 an acre, and with a cap- 
ital of a few hundred dollars qnite a re- 
sps-ctable orchard caa te planted. The 
cultivation is comparatively fasy, and 
while his.'trees are reaching the produc- 
ing point he can raise ear!y vegetables 
and other products sufficient to make a 
living. When his trees begin to bear, 
which requires bnt three or fonr years, 
h« can reaiiae handsomely. Yoangtree* 
vriil prod-nee abont two crates to the 
tree, and he will probably clear from $1 
4o $2 per crate. Twenty acres of peach 
trees shonM yield a net income of from 
$2.5<"i0 fn 93.000 a year.

In sending tbe carrier pigeons oat to 


the vessels a start of 13 hours ou!y will 
be aiic-wed the ship.

There arc, ibe experts say, only a few 


strains of pigeons which can find their 
way over water readily. Most birds re- 
quire landmarks— -steeples, rivers, towns 
— bat these ocean going pigeons, which 
are^Genaau. Belgium and English, 
have an infallible instinct- -which guides 
them across the sea. 


This experimental bulletin will settle 


a great many (jaestions abotxt which 
pigeon enthusiasts have long been in 
doubt. They do not know, for esarap!e, 
just the distance tbat a carrier will fiy 
over water. A first class bird can go a 
mile a minute for nsany miles, bnt 
whether he can keep it op for 1,000 
miles nobody has yet learned. 


A record bird ought to cover 1.000 


miles ia 24 hours, with «3iiie time to 
spare for rest. It is the resting or perch 
ing that makes pigecnwise people doubt 
the perfect, utility of she carriers as 
ocean messenger?. They will not fiy at 
nisht. When darkness comes they perch 
on the highest point they caa find aud 
rest until light comes again. Bat the 
first faint tinge of dawn finds them o;i 
the wiBg again. And on moonlight or 
starlight nights they often fly continu- 
ously, stopping only to rest at tbe dark 
hour jnst before the dawn. 


If a bird happens to perch on the 


mast of a returning ship, he io*e?, dur- 
ing his resting ho-irs, jnst the distance 
tbe vessel travels, in addition to the 
loss his own delay can«ta. 


Bnt even wiih tht-.^ drawbacks and 


uncertainties it is long oddsi that Uio 
carrier pigeons, with their bundles of 
microscopically written election reinm?, 
wilJ bring relief to many anxious peo- 
ple and spors co a great many wore 
who arc not so anxious. — New York 
JoamaL

States. Mica mining is one of the great- 
est industries in North Carolina and has 
yielded fortunes to those iugaged in it 
Mica is found in all sorts of blocks of 
various thicknesses and shapes and can 
be split and resplit almost; ad iufinit>im, 
or until it becomes the thin, transpar- 
ent, flexible wafer of commerce. 
The 


material is< by nature imbedded In or 
scattered, through the feldspar in masses 
large or hinall, close together or far 
apart, and is blasted from the rocks by 
means of dynamite, the purer veins be- 
ing found betwcfn walls of slate. Prom 
the mines it is taken to the shops, where 
it is split into thin sheets, trimmed into 
regular forms and made ready for the 
market, tho price varying with the size 
and color of the sheets. The average 
size is about 4 by 6, though rare sheets 
of 24 by IS inches arc sometimes fonntl. 
Occasionally a mine is found where the 
mica is too lunch scattered in the bod- 
rock to mako its operation profitable,

A telegram 
from Cleveland says: 


Committees have been delegated 


by labor unions in several cities to 
investigate Chairman Hannah atti- 
tude toward that mighty . element, 
aad McKinley's manager is now en- 
gaged in the difficult task of getting 
the Cleveland Central Labor Union to 
call off the dogs of war. 


Immediately after the arrival of 


the information regarding the ap 
poictment of the committees, Hanna 
commenced his efforts to get an in- 
dorsement from the. labor organiza- 
tions of this city. Hanna was in a 
hurry about the matter, too, as he 
wanted to settle the existing differ- 
ences before the investigators re- 
vealed his record as a labor destroyer. 
Hanna was instrumental in killing 
the Seamen's Union of the great 
lakes, and the evidence of his labor- 
crushing ability he fears will be em- 
ployed to assist in the defeat of Me 
Kinley. 


Committees are ou their way here 


from Sew York, Boston, Chicago and 
Kansas City to look up Banna's rec- 
ord. Naturally, they will go to the 
president of the Central Labor Union, 
Peter Witt, a fiery young Populist, 
who is president of that organization 
and who makes his hatred for McKin- 
ley and his manager plainly manifest 
at all times. 


A young man, who enjoys Banna's 


oonfidence, was selected to perform 
the diplomatic task of arranging for 
a meeting between Hanna and Witt. 
It was thought best not to shock the 
labor leader, and accordingly, Han- 
na's confidential friend secured the 
services of another young man, better 
acquainted with Witt than himself. 
The latter went to the Central Labor 
Union president and diplomatically 
told him of Hanna's «ish. Witt said 
he would not go near Hanna under 
any circumstances, but was finally in- 
duced to reconsider his determination 
and a time for the conference was 
appointed. 
Witt wanted to take a 


friend along to be a witness to what 
was said. -As his reason for this Witt 
said he might maka gjme slip of the 
tongue and a stenographer would re- 
produce it and compromise him. 


"I don't want my character black- 


ened," added Witt. 


But afterward Witt discussed the 


meeting with other labor leaders, 
and, remembering how he b.ad been 
trapped b'y Tom Johnson a few years 
ago, concluded nob to go near Hanna, 


"flanna is trying to work a scheme 


to get our indorssment," said Witt, 
'and, occupying the position that I 
do, I do not consider I have a right 
to see him. Everybody advises me 
to steer clear of Hanna." 


Witt informed Hanna's confidential 


young man by telephone that he had 
concluded not to call on the Republi- 
can manager, and that the Central 
Labor Union, - not desiring to do 
Hanna any injustice, would invite 
him to its nezt meeting. This end- 
ed Hanna's first attempt to negotiate 
a settlement with organized labor. 


Letters are being received from 


unions all over the country making 
nquities regard ing Hanna.

Among the many charming plants o 


recent introduction the Otaheite ornug 
is most unique. - With its dark, glossy 
green foliage alone, it; ia a plant of un 
usual beauty, but when, in addition, i 
loads itself-with true, fragrant orange 
blossoms, followed by a profusion o 
bright, miniature oranges, it constitute 
a beautiful specimen indeed It is n 
dwarf orange, and a plant not more 
than sis inches high -will bloom auc 
fruit in a three inch pot. I have one no 
more than lOmouchs old as thrifty a: 
an oak, blooming and fruiting in a fiv< 
inch pot, and likely to remain in its 
present quarters ibr some time to come 
as it is far from being root bound. I 
blooms most freely during winter, and 
for this reason should be well sjnd syrn 
metrically grown during the summer 
preceding. 
Tho blossoms 'are pure, 


aearly white; the outside tinged with 
soft pink, the color of the buds when 
grown in fnll sunlight. It is no unusual 
sight to see a plant ..bearing a load o: 
ripened fruit, supplemented by a suc- 
cession of lovely pink bnds and creamy 
ilossoms of the most delicious fragrance. 
Procure a yonbg plant in the spring, 
>esh from a reliable florist. Mine never 
acknowledged it had been transplanted. 
It was given the semishade position de- 
scribed above, showered twice a day, 
and scale never troubled it, Blossom: 
?anie speedily, and all through the win- 
;tr it has had a place close to the glass 
n an. east bay window, with daily" 
ihoweriups, and it continues as beauti- 
nl and thrifty as ever. A moist atmos- 
phere is a necessity.—Vick's Magazine.

QUIVER AVENGED. 


Tho winter's trade was over, and 


nearly all the Indians had left Ihe vi- 
cinity of onr little trading post on the 
Missouri to pa»s the sutuoer "back on 
the prairie and alotiK the foothills of 
the mountains. We had shipped all onr 
furs and robes on the last down steamer, 
and now there was absolutely nothing 
for ns to do but kill time as best we 
conld Tinril another season's trade should 
begin.

Then lh« 
good father bc-gan to administer the las* 
licramcuts. «ud 1 sadly left tht> lodge 
and went home. In a little wailo the 
father joined me.

The Right W»j to Warm 
Three is ample evidence to provo tbas 


the rational heating of buildings was a 
well understood a»t several thousand 
years ago. In the palmy days of Pom- 
peii's early existence, before its burial 
audar volcanic ashes, the old Roman 
bath* in that town were heated by 
steam, and in a better and far more sci- 
entific manner than is followed at the 
present time. Ths walls of the build- 
ings were double, and the steam, at at- 
toospheric pressure, no doubt, was car- 
ried up through these walls all around 
the rooms to be warmed, bringing them 
to a temperature approximating that of 
the steam, and the occut>auts of the 
room were thus exposed to a radiation 
of warmth from all directions. In this 
we have the true theory of heating. 
Following iu a measure this early sys- 
tem, sonie one iu ticrmauy, according 
to recent account, proposes to bniid a 
house of which the framework is to be 
made up of water tubing, through 
which warm water ia to be circulated 
in winter and cold water iu summer, 
warming or cooling the inclosed spaces 
aa may be nroniptud by requirements. 
All the floors and ceilings and walls are 
to be crossed and recrossed by water 
pipes, affording heating and cooling 
surface exactly where theory tells ns it 
should ba to give the most desirable re- 
sults. The building of that house would 
certainly afford an excellent modern 
practical demonstration of the value c:f 
those ideal principles.—Cassier's Maga- 
zine.

ia his checkered caiver. The National 
library ut Paris possesses two quarto 
•volume of this newspaper, extending 
from July 11, 1650, to Jan. 14, ICjS. 
these were presumed to tho .Minim 
monastery. Place Royule, -which in 
1644, 
shortly after its foundation, had 


a library of 6,000 volumes, one of the 
best in Paris. By 1790, when it was dis- 
persed, it had increased to 17,000 vol- 
umes. The two qnurtos were, with 
many other books, the gift of a Parisian 
nauied Deseombes, of whom nothing is 
known. They found their way at the 
revolution into the library of the tribu- 
B.IM-, a body which was abolished in 
1&07, and they then passed to the Im- 
perial (now National> library. 


Deseombes was apparently a subscrib- 


er to Dugard's paper and had it boned 
in 200 numbers at a time. It would be 
interesting to know how a London news- 
paper then reached fon-ign subscribers, 
for it must be presumed that most of 
tht-se subscribers were foreigners, though 
the paper was sold by Nicolas Bourne at 
the South Gate, Old Change; Francis 
Tyton, at the Three Daggers, near Tem- 
ple Gate, and Mary Constable, at the 
Key,

ground of greater bealthfulnass. lass 
labor, and economy. 


This abould be borne in uiind by 


the mothers -who "blow back the 
cream" \Thon getting the milk for 
the table—especially by the mothers 
who pride themselves on making all 
the buttc-r tbat is used for the table 
and who do it at the expanse of poor 
milk for table use, much -work and 
httlo profit. 


Don't let us skiin and skim the 


milk from tbat ono cow on which 
the family depend for their daily 
supply, hoarding every globule of 
cream as though it would be wasted 
unless turned into butter. Have you 
ever calculated how much butter a 
pitcher of cream would make, and 
how much labor also in the skim- 
ming, preserving, churning, rinsing, 
salting, working, "working over" 
and packing down? From the ordi- 
nary oream piteherful not enough 
for an individual butter pat, but in 
its natural state it -would supply a 
family of thro i or four for a gener- 
ous meal of cereals with pudding 
and berries. 


Children usually prefer cream on 


their bread and potatoes rather than 
butter or gravy, and as the M. D. 
has said, how much more healthful 
and economical it -would prove to 
be. The point of economy ought to 
be emphasized, because to many 
mothers it will prove the most po- 
tent in inducing thorn to make the 
change, for some can set before their 
families the most indigestible and 
laborious compounds, without trem- 
or of conscience, whp would feel 
that they had committed an unpar- 
donable sin had they lacked in the 
matter of economy. 


Whenever I hear a mother brag- 


ging of the quarts of milk she sells 
(from one cow), of the cream she 
furnishes to a small boarding house, 
or of her "butter exchange,'1 etc., I 
know tbat she is robbing her family 
and making indigestion and doctor's 
bills. 


Such a one warms over her pota- 


toes in milk of an ethereal hue, with 
possibly a few molecules of butter 
»* « bait, or. this proving unpalata- 
ble, even to thro wing away, fries 
them in lard or drippings. She 
makes biscuit of baking powder, 
lard, skimniilk or water, instead of 
thick sour cream. She gives her 
family milk most zealously skim- 
med for tea and coffee, fruit and ce- 
real puddings, principally because 
sho felt that she must be and thought 
that she was economical. 


But back of all this is the moth- 


er's ignorance of the economy and 
the "chemistry"' of food and the 
true relation of food to the human 
body. Because sho cannot see how a 
lard soaked doughnut could make a 
"strike" in the "internal work- 
shop, " she believes it does not and 
lays all the ills of the family to the 
weather or Providence.—Philadel- 
phia Press.

back to thoroughbred ancestry. While 
the trotter was being developed to his 
highest point of efficiency in America, 
Europeans sffill clung to their running 
horses. Lately, however, many fine 
American t»otters have been imported 
into European countries, notably into 
Germany and Austria. Americans have 
for many years bred the trotter for speed 
only, regardless of other qualities. The 
result was a horse too light and thin to 
be of use for anything but racing. Con- 
sequently we have had to send to Eu- 
rope for Cleveland bays, for hackneys 
and for French and German coachers to 
improve our stock of carriage horses. 


The fastest mile ever trotted was 


made by Alix in 1894. Time, 2:03%. 


While the American trotter is coming 


into favor in Europe, the running horse, 
commonly called the thoroughbred, is 
growing in popularity in America.

The amateur showman must first 


compel his horse to stand in on elegant 
and graceful manner in a command iug 
and attractive way and perfectly still — 
the horse appearing to do this of 1m 
own free will and choice. I would sug- 
gest the proper place to rub up your 
horse in this line is the side of a barn 
or building where you can be mounted 
and see the shadow cast on the building. 


Nest will come the performance cf 


the different gaits, viz. : 


1. Flat, footed walk. 
2. Slow pace. 
8. Running walk or fox trot 
4. Canter. 
5. Bold, fast, square trot. 
6. Bold, fast rack or single foot- 
Teach your horse to turn with rapid- 


ity and ease. The above gaits, or us 
many as ail animal has of them, must 
be perlormed in an elegant, graceful, 
prompt and bold manner, with all speed 
and ease possible. If necessary sacrifice 
a little speed for grace sud elegance. 
The animal should be so entirely under 
the control and direction of his rider 
that the changes from one gait to an- 
other will be made so readily and easily 
that the action will appear to be prompt- 
ed by the animal's knowledge of his 
surroundings and not from any visible 
motions of his rider. Thus you will ex- 
hibit an animal in touch with his mis- 
sion and in perfect obedience and sym- 
pathy with his rider. Demonstrate tho 
fact to the judges that he is a horse of 
perfect manners and finished education. 
Let your treatment of your horse always 
be kind, yet positive. 


The distinguished Kentucky saddle 


horse breeder Colonel John B. Castle- 
man writes : 


I beg to.remind you that all exercise. 


while governed by a general fixed rule, 
is nevertheless individual One often 
hears the expression "ho is a good 
whip,'' a "good rider" or "a good ath- 
lete'" and so on. In each instance a gen- 
eral governing principle applies, and he 
is expert iu any case jnst in so far .1 1 
the application of that principle is 
coupled with intelligent enforcement, 
and such intelligent enforcement is a 
question of individuality. 
So it is that 


one who is careless will destroy the best 
qualities of the roadster or the easy bal- 
ance of the riding horse. Yet it seems 
to be assumed that by some uuchauge 
able law the following of a mere rr.le 
can conduct the paitul horse through 
error? of the rider which would destroy 
the better qualities of the horse not 
gaited. Any cue, two or more gaits will 
be disarranged by bad riding, as the 
trot will be ruined by bad driving. The 
exercise of good judgment in any ease 
is necessary. Riding and driving are 
the result of experience. The peculiari- 
ties of the horse and the methods of the 
horseman are quickly indicated by sug 
gestioa.
